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REPORT FROM THE “ROUND ROOM”’’ 


This annual summary of our town government seems to grow 
in value with each passing year, this is the eighth in the series and 
the former ones are proving their worth in providing background 
information in addition to being a means of explaining the conduct 
of the Town’s business and also a way of introducing current 
problems. 


Review of 1961 


Probably the most important and time-consuming work 
undertaken by the Selectmen this year, and which affected all 
property tax payers was the readjustment or realignment of 
valuations. 


The policy of the evaluation of property at one hundred per 
cent of its fair sale value was adopted by the Board of Selectmen 
in 1957 in an attempt to conform with the state statute RSA 75:1, 
“The selectmen shall appraise all taxable property at its full and 
true value in money as they would appraise the same in payment of 
a just debt due from a solvent debtor, and shall receive and consider 
all evidence that may be submitted to them relative to the value of 
property the value of which cannot be determined by personal 
examination.’’ We have endeavored to continue the practice of full 
valuations, but in 1960 there was a big factor that gave us pause 
to reconsider assessments. As reported last year the method of 
using actual sale prices to determine values on only those properties 
being sold had resulted in disproportionate and unfair assessments 
when compared with those not changing hands. Therefore a re- 
adjustment of valuations solely for the purpose of equalization 
throughout the town was a compelling reason for our reappraisal 
in 1961. 


As aresult of the revaluation the gross valuation was increased 
by $500,000.00 and the tax rate dropped $3.00 to $25.00 per one 
thousand dollars of valuation. The following table shows how 
steady, generally speaking, the tax rate has been in the past five 
years, while the amount to be raised by taxes has been growing 
and the net taxable valuation has been increasing in a race to keep 
pace with the ever rising appropriations.

The “Thumbnail Review’ that accompanies this Report 
points out the answer to the question ‘why were tax bills higher in 
1961 when the tax rate was lower than the previous year?’ The 
important items to note are first the amount to be raised by taxes 
was higher by 6.42%; included in this are the increases in the 
County tax and the School appropriation. And secondly, the other 
side of the ledger (picture) which shows that the receipts that are 
deducted from the amount that comes from property taxes were 
lower. This can be seen in the item “Income from Sources Except 
Tazes,’ and included the Interest and Dividends Tax and Yield 
Tax income which were both lower. If the 1961 tax rate had been 
figured by using the 1960 total taxable valuation and the 1961 
amount to be raised by taxes ($75,573.25 divided by $2,546,325.00) 
the resulting tax rate would have been nearly $30.00 per one 
thousand dollars of value ($29.58). 


Town Report 


The theme of this year’s Town Report is RECREATION; 
the cover pictures indicate some of the wide variety of sports that 
are available to residents and visitor alike. Because Sutton offers 
such a wide variety of leisure hour activities, and also because all 
of the facilities for enjoying them are of such high quality we can 
look forward with confidence to a healthy growth for the Town. 
RECREATION is one of our most important economic factors 
and the presence of these developments should attract many 
visitors and ultimately more part-time and full time residents as 
well as business enterprises. RECREATION is in the spot light 
this year because a new ski area is beginning operation, and the 
“second nine”’ of an eighteen hole golf course is expected to be open 
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to play in the summer of 1962. Also a new camping ground will be 
in operation this summer. We salute the RECREATION industry 
in Sutton in all its aspects! 


Notice has been received that the Annual Report of 1960 was 
awarded first place in New Hampshire, in towns with a population 
of less than five hundred. Thus making the fifth consecutive year 
that Sutton has placed first in New Hampshire. 


Duncan Fund 


The amount received this year was the same as the previous 
year and was again used on highway improvements of a permanent 
nature; the purchase and installation of culverts, and the oiling of 
roads. The gift received for work on the Francis Johnson road, so- 
called, was used in conjunction with this Duncan money in a major 
piece of re-construction of that road. A section from State Route 
_ #4114 to the Johnson farm buildings was widened, drained, graded 
and graveled in preparation of asphalt mix early in 1962. A widen- 
ing project on the road entering Sutton Mills village, near the 
town sheds, was started, but not completed due to the difficulty of 
obtaining equipment. and the arrival of winter weather. A large 
balance in this fund in noted as a liability on the balance sheet 
and is therefore being held so that it may be used to complete the 
Johnson road, and the project on the corner at Sutton Mills. These 
will be undertaken as soon as weather is suitable in the Spring. 


Town Road Aid 


These funds were applied to further construction on the Roby 
Road. One half mile was graveled and the asphalt mix applied, and 
the remaining one and two tenths miles was drained, graded and 
graveled in preparation for completion in 1962. We would suggest 
that consideration be given to using the T.R.A. money in con- 
struction on the Hominy Pot Road due to the possible development 
of the ski area; and especially if New London would make a similar 
effort on their portion of that highway. 
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Town Hall Well 


The well at the Town Hall and the pump installation were 
completed within the amount appropriated for that purpose, with 
$172.10 to spare. We asked for and received several bids on a foot 
price for drilling the well, accepting the lowest offer. The same 
procedure was followed on the pump, but in this case the quality 
of the installation received more consideration than the lowest 
price. The well is 191 feet deep, water rises to within 10 feet of the 
top, and the rated in-flow is 7 gallons per minute. 


Cemetery Well 


The well at the Millwoods Cemetery was completed this year, 
a pump installed and pipe laid to a place at the ““back’’ fence where 
it is readily available for use from a faucet. This work was ac- 
complished within the limits of the money appropriated, showing 
a balance of $125.83; and without recourse to any of the interest 
from the Cressey Yard Fund as was orginally contemplated. 


Cemeteries 


More than the usual maintenance work was done in the 
cemeteries this year and the sextons and Trustees of Trust Funds 
should receive thanks from the towns people for their interest and 
efforts in improving the looks of the several yards. As a result of 
the extra work there is a considerable overdraft in the appropri- 
ation. However, since only maintenance work is contemplated this 
year the recommended budget figure remains the same as in 1961. 
The fence at the North Sutton Cemetery was built within the 
estimate and there is a balance of $116.60. 


Fire Department 


The efficiency of this department and the morale of the mem- 
bers continues at a high level. However, with each passing year 
the need for a new truck becomes more urgent. A Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purchase of equipment was started in 1961 and a 
sum should be set aside this year and for several years to come 
until the goal of a new truck can be reached.

Town Hall 


Little by little the Town Hall becomes a true center of com- 
munity activity, and as it is used improvements are made which 
make it more comfortable and attractive. This year the Grange 
donated .the light fixtures in the main hall and greatly improved 
the quality of the lighting and the appearance of the room. 


CURRENT PROBLEMS: 


Tractor Loader 


The question of the purchase of a wheel tractor loader has 
been discussed at length with the Budget Committee, a sum for 
such a purchase is in the Budget, and an article is in the Warrant 
for consideration by the voters. These are some of the factors that 
have been brought before the budget committee in regards to the 
need for a larger loader — 


The present tractor shovel is too small and light to load trucks 
with any speed, or to perform digging (operations) in hard packed 
ground or gravel. Since it is only rear wheel drive the wheels spin 
in any of the “banks” in town due to the loose nature of the 
bottoms. When the shovel is full the weight is taken from the rear 
wheels resulting in loss of traction from the only source of motive 
power. The present small tractor is of vital use for the mowing of 
roadside bushes, and it should be kept for this purpose. 


With a view to planning ahead on equipment purchases it 
appears certain that by another year the 1954 truck will have to be 
replaced. There is $4,000 in the Capital Reserve Fund now and 
with an additional $1,000 appropriated in 1962 more than one-half 
of the price of a replacement truck will be in our hands. We recom- 
mend that the Capital Reserve Fund be kept intact for the purchase 
of a truck and that it not be used wholly or in any part for the 
purchase of the proposed tractor shovel. And we further recom- 
mend that $1,000.00 be raised and appropriated this year for the 
Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment whether or not the 
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town approves the purchase of a tractor shovel. At the same time 
the town budget for 1962 is $4,000.00 less (grader note $2,500 and 
well $1,500) than 1961, consequently if the town saw fit to approve 
the purchase of a new four wheel drive, tractor loader at a price 
not to exceed $15,000.00 ($5,000 in taxes in 1962, $5,000 per year 
in two succeeding years), the net increase in estimated town 
(exclusive of School appropriation and County Taz) is only $1,200.00 
greater than in 1961. 


Town Dump 


The recommended appropriation for the dump has been 
increased so that funds would be available for a face lifting at the 
dump; to improve its appearance and to erect fences to channel 
the dumping of refuse and thus keep the place more orderly. 


Town Hall 


Your Selectmen are, as this is written, giving consideration to 
painting the main room of the Town Hall before the Annual 
Meeting in March. There are two balances of old appropriations 
applicable to the hall (repairs, and well) which total $267.27. 
This sum covers about one-half the estimated cost and we earnestly 
hope that the voters would approve paying any difference from 
surplus funds. 


Conclusion—Again we say to you the Round Room is always open 
to all who wish to come in and talk over problems with us. We 
especially welcome any helpful suggestions and we hope we have 
served you well for the year of 1961.
